ENTICING JAPS 
TO THE INTERIOR 


Russia Fears to Make an Aggressive 
Campaign in Korea. 


NO ATTACK ON PORT ARTHUJl 


S t Petersburg, April 11.—The gen- 
erally anticipated attack on Port Ar- 
thur did not occur, although a tele- 
gram received from Grand Duke Cyril 
reports that the enemy's ships were 
sighted on the horizon. It Is presumed 
that the Japanese were warned of the 
extra 
precautions 
which 
had 
been 
taken to guard against a surprise. 


There were no Easter merrymakings 
at the front 
By special dispensation 
the soldiers and sailors were relieved 
of all religions observances on account 
of the necessities of the military situa- 
tion. 


Vice Admiral Makaroff's torpedo flo- 
tilla patrolled the open sea» while the 
warships, with full steam up, remained 
outside Port Arthur. 


Elsewhere throughout the theatre of 
war all is reported quiet 


A high military authority explained 
why 
General 
Kuropatkin's plan of 
campaign does not contemplate a heavy 
resistance to the Japanese advance at 
the Yalu, saying: 


"Either defeat or victchry^n a battle 
there would be disadvantageous to us. 
If we lost we would have to fall back 
through a diflicult country. 
If 
we 
won—and I say to you that Russian 
strategy is based on the idea oi vic- 
tory and not oh that of defeat—success 
would be fruitless. We could not fol- 
low it up without exposing the army 
to too great risks. 
On account of the 
Japanese control of the sea, if we pur- 
sued'the enemy into th« peninsula of 
Korea, we would open both flanks to 
a posbible attack from the rear. No, 
the Japanese mu&t come on to a point 
in the interior» which, with iliis end 
in view, has been selected, where we 
can follow up a crushing defeat to the 
bitter .end with blow after blow and 
^oal the fate of tho campai^u. 


"Our plai>3 on sea and land will 
converge at a time next summer when 
Vice Admiral Makaroff's fleet will be 
relieved by the arrival of reinforce- 
ments, Then, if successful on land, we 
can clear the sea of the enemy, cut his 
communications, and the Japanese In 
Korea and Manchuria will then be at 
our mercy. 


"The world must not be impatient 
The prelude to this war Is not y^t fin- 
ished." 


It is understood here that as the ne- 
Bult of General Kuropatkiu's visit to 
Newchwang, reinforcements of 100,000 
men will be sent forward from Liao 
Yang.

Russian plans are predicated 
upon 
Napoleon's 
dictum 
that **Go(i 
fights on the side of the heaviest bat- 
talions," and they are being worked out 
and timed so as to apply to a superior- 
ity of numbers on land and sea simul- 
taneously. 
The army Is designed to 
attain the enormous total of half a 
million at the time scheduled for the 
reinforcement of Vice Admiral Maka- 
roff's fleet with the Baltic squadron. 
The 17th and 10th army corpj? 
now 
drafting are 
expecte<l to reach. Man- 
churia by the -middki of June. 
The 
mobiUzatlon of four other corps, at 
least two of which will -be from the 
Volga, will be announced by the mid- 
dle of next month and will start east- 
ward a month, later, reaching their des- 
tination at the end of August.

BRUTAL MURDER 
OF JATCHMAN 


Robbor Surprised at Work in Houston 
. Club of Pennsylvania University 


NEGRO CONFESSES THE CRIME 


Philadelphia, 
April 
11. — John 
Thomas, the night watchman at the 
Houston Club of the University of 
Pennsylvania, which is situated on the 
campus in the heart of the university's 
group of buildings» was brutally mur- 
dered on the bowling alleys in the 
basement of the club house. The mo- 
tive is believed to have been robbery, 
and 
Lav/renco 
Gibson, 
alias 
John 
Oakley, a negro, was arrested on sus- 
picion. 
Gibson was employed for a 
number of years as a utility man at 
Houston Hall. 


Houston Hall Is closed at 7 o'clock 
on Sunday evening. 
Shortly 
after 
that hour a student In passing the hall 
noticed that It had not been closed, 
and entered the building. 
As he did 
so he heard groans in the basement. 
He 
summoned 
assistance from the 
University Hospital, nearby, and the 
watchman, who was about 69 years of 
age, was found lying across one of 
the bowling alleys. 
The right side of 
his head was crushed in, one ear was 
partly out oft and one finger was sev- 
ered from his left hand. The man was 
dead. One of the watchman's pockets 
was turned Inside out. Near the body 
was found two chisels and an andiron. 
Blood was spattered over the alley and 
on several of the bowling balls. 
A 
stand where books and stationery are 
sold, just outside the bowling alleys, 
showed evidences of a struggle, part 
of the Iron grill work surrounding the 
stand having been torn down. 


A thorough search of the building 
was made. Under a cushion in a cozy 
corner on the main- floor a blood- 
stained hatchet was found. Trails of 
blood led from the alleys to this spot 
and also to tho bath room on the sec- 
ond floor, where blood-stained towela 
were also found. 


Gibson was arrested at his home 
early in the day, and denied all knowl- 
edge of the crime until late in the af- 
ternoon, when he broke down and con- 
fessed to the murder. 
Self-defense Is 
his 
plea. 
Gibson 
says he weht to 
Houston Hall to call on Thomas. The 
watchman, Gibson says, evidently mis- 
took him for a thief and attacked him. 
In 
the 
struggle ho unintentionally 
killed the old man. He says there was 
a scuiTio, In which Thomas attacked 
him with a pair of ton^s, cutting his 
finger. Tho men struggled, and Gib- 
son broke a^v^y, wrenching the tongs 
from Thomas. 
He hit the watchman 
with thom, 
Thomas fell at the first 
blow, 
liut 
got 
up and renewed the 
-fight. 
Gibson Struck him again and 
ran away. On going home he tore out 
and partly burned the bloody sleeve 
of his shirt. 
The detectives have the 
charrod fragments. 


The ixilice do not believe this story. 
Superintendent of Police Quirk is of 
the opinion that revenge for being dis- 
missed from Houston Hall was the 
motive for tho murder, although he 
. has not entirely discarded the theory 
of robbery, Gibson, whose complexion 
is so light that he easily passed as a 
white man, mlsreprcaeuted himself as 
a student at the university and mar- 
ried a young white 
woman 
three 
weeks ago. 
When the deception was 
discovered he was 
discharged from 
Houston Hall. 
How he expected to 
get revenge, and his reason for atta^^k- 
Ing the watchman^ the police decline 
to say, 


Tho authoritjfes say that Gibson is 
wanted |n Jamaica for some offense.

ENTICING JAPS 
TO THE INTERIOR 


Rassia Fears to M<oke an Aggressive 
Campaign in Korea. 


NO ATTACK ON PORT ARTHU» 


S t Petersburg, April 11.—The gen­ 
erally anticipated attack on Port Ar­ 
thur did not ooour, although a tele­ 
gram received from Grand Duke Cyril 
reports that the enemy's ships were 
sighted on the horizon. It is presumed 
that the Japanese were warned of the 
extra precautions which had been 
taken to guard against a surprise. 
There were no Easter merrymakings 
at the front. By special dispensation 
the soldiers and sailors were relieved 
of all religious observances on account 
of the necessities of the military situa­ 
tion. 
Vice Admiral Makaroff's torpedo flo­ 
tilla patrolled the open sea» while the 
warships, with full steam up, remained 
outside Port Arthur. 
Elsewhere throughout the theatre of 
war all is reported quiet. 
A high military authority explained 
why 
General 
Kuropatkin’s plan of 
campaign does not contemplate a heavy 
resistance to the Japanese advance at 
the Yalu, saying: 
‘‘Either defeat or victeiry^n a battle 
there would be disadvantageous to us. 
If we lost we would have to fall back 
through a diflicult country. 
If 
we 
won—^and I say to you that Russian 
strategy is based on the idea oi vic­ 
tory and not oh that of defeat—success 
would be fruitless. We could not fol­ 
low it up without exposing the army 
to too great risks. On account of the 
Japanese control of the sea, if we pur­ 
sued'the enemy into the peninsula of 
Korea, we would open both flanks to 
a posbible attack frora the rear. No, 
the Japanese must come on to a point 
in the interior«, which, with ilils end 
in view, .has been selected, where we 
can follow up a crushing defeat to the 
bitter .end with blow after blow and 
^oal the fate of the campni;iu. 
'‘Oui* plai>3 on sea and land will 
converge at a time next summer when 
Vice Admiral Makaroff's fleet will be 
relieved by the arrival of reinforce­ 
ments, Then, if successful on land, we 
can clear the sea of the enemy, cut his 
communications, and the Japanese in 
Korea and Manchuria will then be at 
our mercy. 
“The world must not be impatient 
The prelude to this war is not 
fin­ 
ished.’* 
It is understood here that as the re­ 
sult of General Kuropatkiu’s visit to 
Newchwang, reinforcements of 100,000 
men will be sent forward from Liao 
Yang. 
The 
Russian plans are predicated 
upon Napoleon's dictum that “God 
fights on the side of the heaviest bat­ 
talions," and they are being worked out 
and timed so as to apply to a superior­ 
ity of numbers on land and sea simul­ 
taneously. 
The army is designed to 
attain the enormous total of half a 
million at the time scheduled for the 
reinforcement of Vice Admiral Maka- 
roff*s fleet with the Baltic squadron. 
The 17th and 10th army corp^ 
now 
drafting are expecte<l to reach Man­ 
churia by the middle of June. 
The 
mobilization of four other corps, at 
least two of which will*be from the 
Volga, will be announced by the mid­

BRUTAL MURDER 
OF JfATCHMAN 


Robbor Surprised atWork in Houston 
, Club of Pennsylvania University 


NEGRO CONFESSES THE CRIHS 


Philadelphia, 
April 
11, — John 
Thomas, the night watchman at the 
Houston Club of the University of 
Pennsylvania, which is situated on the 
campus in the heart of the university’s 
group of buildings, was brutally mur­ 
dered on the bowling alleys in the 
basement of the club house. The mo­ 
tive is believed to have been robbery, 
and Lav/renco Gibson, alias John 
Oakley, a negro, was arrested on sus­ 
picion. 
Gibson was employed for a 
number of years as a utility man at 
Houston Hall. 
Houston Hall is closed at 7 o'clock 
on Sunday evening. 
Shortly 
after 
that hour a student in passing the hall 
noticed that it had not been closed, 
and entered the building. As he did 
so he heard groans in the basement 
He 
summoned 
assistance from the 
University Hospital, nearby, and the 
watchman, who was about 69 years of 
age, was found lying across one of 
the bowling alleys. The right side of 
his head was crushed in. one ear was 
partly out off and one finger was sev­ 
ered from his left hand. The man was 
dead. One of the watchman's pockets 
was turned inside out Near the body 
was found two chisels and an andiron. 
Blood was spattered over the alley and 
on several of the bowling balls. 
A 
stand where books and stationery are 
sold, just outside the bowling alleys, 
showed evidences of a struggle, part 
of the iron grill work surrounding the 
stand having been torn down. 
A thorough search of the building 
was made. Under a cushion in a cozy 
corner on the main- floor a blood­ 
stained hatchet was found. Trails of 
blood led from the alleys to this spot 
and also to the bath room on the sec­ 
ond floor, where blood-stained towels 
were also found. 
Gibson was arrested at his home 
early in the day, and denied all knowl­ 
edge of the crime until late in the af­ 
ternoon, when he broke down and con­ 
fessed to the murder. Self-defense is 
his 
plea. 
Gibson 
says he weht to 
Houston Hall to call on Thomas. The 
watchman, Gibson says, evidently mis- 
toolc him for a thief and attacked him. 
In 
the 
struggle he unintentionally 
killed the old man. He says there was 
a scuiTie, in which Thomas attacked 
him with a pair of tonics, cutting his 
finger. The men struggled, and Gib­ 
son broke a^^%y, wrenching the tongs 
from Thomas. 
He hit the watchman 
with them. 
Thomas fell at the flrst 
blow, 
l)ut got up and renewed the 
fight 
Gibson struck him again and 
ran away. On going home he tore out 
and partly burned the bloody sleeve 
of his shirt The detectives have the 
charrcd fragments. 
The imlice do not believe this story. 
Superintendent of Police Quirk is of 
the opinion that revenge for being dis­ 
missed from Houston Hall was the 
motive for the murder, although he 
has not entirely discarded the theory 
of robbery. Gibson, whose complexion 
is so light that he easily passed as a 
white man, misrepresented himself as 
a student at the university and mar­ 
ried a young white 
woman 
tbree 
weeks ago. When the deception was 
discovered he w a s 
discharged from 
Houston Hall. 
How he expected to 
get revenge, and his reason for attack­ 
ing the watchman, the police decline 
to say.

worked on was a Justlfl- 
tble crime—and there arc such things 
—and the guilty man was forced not 
only to murder but to confession of the 
deed by motives that none of us conld 
be ashamed of. 


"It must have been about 2 o'clock 
In the night that Grinnel street sta- 
tion was called up by telephone and a 
man's voice announced that there were 
burglars in a house at No. 763. I was 
finishing a report aho-jt an Incendiary 
fire, but as the available men at that 
hour were scarce, I jumped Into the 
patrol wagon with the others, and 
went to the bouse mentioned.

THE ABUSE OF FUEL, 


AuerlMBt Prone to Ofcrheat Their Llv« 


iBir Rooms. 


The high prices of coal, caused by 
the strike now ending, have carried 
with them a salutary lesson. 
It has 
reminded our people that they have 
been using fuel waslefully. The nat- 
ural resources of the United States are 
60 great that something out of the 
usual order is necessary to convey the 
lesson that there is a ^imit to them. 


But it is not merely in^he militer of 
wastefulness that fuel has b^en abused. 
The sanitary argument Is eveii ^stronger 
than that based on economy. l à Amer- 
ica we Indulge in hot rooms to\a de- 
gree unknown in other parts o ^ t h e 
world. 
Some of those who lectur<r'^n 
the subject probably err on the otb<y 
side. 
The cold rooms of Germany^ 
and France have their drawbacks, and 
there is reason to believe that they are 
often Insufficiently heated. 
But tliat 
does not, In any degree, excuse the 
hot rooms to which Americans 
are 
very commonly subjected. 
It Is not 
the degree of cold which is so fatal 
to health as the sudden transition from 
heat to cold. To quit a room at the 
temperature of a day in July and go 
Into a zero temperature is necessarily 
perilous, yet this is a common incident 
of American experience. 
It has cost 
many a man his life, and caused others 
troublesome r.ttacks of Illness. 


With coal at abnormal prices the 
temptation to use too much fuel is not 
so strong. 
When normal prices are 
restored, It Is altogether likely. that 
most people will forget the prudence 
which necessity has taught them. 
But 
It Is not too much to hope that the les- 
son of the strike may not be altogether 
lost on some.—Louisville Courier-Jour« 
naL

To Make Good Pies* 


The best cooks use a glaze to pre- 
vent the juice from spoiling the under- 
crust of a pie. 
This glaze Is simply 
the beaten white of an egg, brushed 
lightly over the crust before the filling 
Is put in, and If it Is also brushed over 
the top crust It will give an especially 
nice yellow-brown bak6. 


Too much handling of the Ingre- 
dients will make the crust tough. 
Use 
a knife to mix with and have every- 
thing chilled. If possible, use a glass 
rolling pin filled with chipped Ice, and 
avoid, as far as possible, putting the 
hands to the dough. Lard and butter 
in equal parts make the best crust, and 
the best results must not be expected 
If ordinary bread flour Is used. 
Use 
pastry flour and sift It twice; also use 
as little water as possible, pouring it 
In by drops, and be sparing of salt. 
Put plenty of flour on the board to pre- 
vent sticking, and roll the crust only 
one way—away from you. 


Never put a hot filling Into a crust 
If the 
filling 
to be a cooked one, pre- 
pare It in advance and give it time to 
get thoroughly cold before combining 
It with the dough. 
Cut three or four 
slits In the top crust to let the steam 
escape and 
prevent undue puflSng. 
Finally see that the oven Is hot, so 
that the pastry will not be scorched 
or set before It has had time to rise.— 
Woman's Home Companion.

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RUGS OUT OP SHOES. 
The thrifty housewife has discovered 
a new use for old shoes. She makes 
rugs out of them. 
As fast as the shoos are discarded It 
will be a good plan to cut the tops off. 
and after cleaning theai lay them 
carefully away in a box for future use. 
The first step is to cut a pattern— 
diamond, star, square, oblong or right 
angle triangle. 
If the latter Is de­ 
sired it shoultf measure four Inches 
along the straight sides. 
Two tri­ 
angles can be cut from each shoe top. 
to make a rug twentj’-two by thirty- 
six inches will require the uppers from 
eighteen pairs of shoes. 
For the centre of the rug purchase a 
piece of leather about fourteen inches 
square from tlie cobbler or harness 
maker. 
On this outline the words, 
“What Is Home Without a Rug?” 
three w'ords to the top line, one to the 
second and the remaining two to the 
last line. Then procecd to cut out the 
letters. 
It will be a good plan to 
draw the letters on paper, basting this 
f 
:ulde dow'n to the leather and cutting 
hrough both the paper and leather 
with a sharp knife. 
Care must be 
taken to leave slits of the leather un­ 
cut at intervals, or nothing except a 
hole will be left when the cutting is 
finished. 
To lace the leather together purchase 
eyelets like those used in shoes for 
twenty-five cents a box. One box con­ 
tains several hundred eyelets. 
By 
means of an awl punch holes in the 
leather strips and fasten the eyelets at 
the same time. Or if eyelets are not j 
desired, merely punch holes with an 
awl and lace the strips together with 
shoestrings. 
Finish with a fringe of 
shoestrings. Line the entire rug with 
bright 
red 
broadcloth 
or 
flannel, 
slashing all the edges to the depth of 
three inches for an under fringe. The 
red will look pretty under the 'laces 
and letters, and the lug will last a 
lifetime.

HINTS FOB HOUSEKEEPERS. 
Use a little ammonia In the dish­ 
water when washing glasses. 
In buying a range be sure that It has 
an asbestos lined oven. The asbestos 
means a cool kitchen and a hot stove. 
Milk rinses off bottles and glasses 
easily If these are dipped in water as 
sooil os emptied. They are not clean, 
but they will clean all the easier when 
the time comes. 
A good way to prevent a teapot from, 
getting musty is to put a lump of sugar 
Inside. This will absorb all dampness 
and insure a fresh cup of tea -the next 
time the pot is used. 
Do not leave the dripping pan over 
which meat has been broiled covered 
with fat in the bottom of the lower 
oven. It will be forgotten, and when 
the oven burners are lighted there will 
surely be a blaze of burning fat. 
To remove pastry suddenly from a 
hot oven to a cold pantry w’lll Inevl-. 
tably make It heavy. 
It should be 
cooled off gradually In a warm room. 
Plaster casts and statuettes can be 
satisfactorily cleaned by rubbing them 
thoroughly with cornmeal. Use a soft 
old toothbrush or nail brush to get 
into the creases, being very careful 
not to chip or nick the surface. 
See that plenty of fresh air Is ad­ 
mitted to the pantry and fruit closet 
to prevent fermentation and remember 
that all cupboards and wardrobes 
where clothes are kept need frequent 
airing. Choose a sunny day and leave 
the doors wide open for several hours.

IIE War of 1812 was very unpopular In certain sectiors of Ibe 
United States and with certain parts of the community.

By these particular fault was found with the Invasion of

Canada. You have declared war, it was said, for two prin- 
I 
■ 
olpal reasons. One, tho general policy of the British Govern- 
I 
mont, formulated in the successive Orders In Council, to tlie 
' unjustifiable Injury and violation of American commerce; the 
other, the impressment of seamen from American merchant 
ships. 
What liave Canada nnd the Canadians to do with 
ritber? If war you must, carry on your war upon the ocean, the scene of 
four avowed wrongs, and the seat of your adversary’s prosperity, and do not 
»mbroil those innocent regions and people in tbe common ruin wbicb, without 
idequate cause, you are bringing upon your own countrymen, and upon tbe 
pnly nation that now upholds the freedom of mankind against that oppressor 
our race, that Incarnation of all despotism—Napoleon.” So, not without 
•ome alloy of self-interest, tbe question presented itself to New England, and 
•o New England presented it to tbe Government and the southern part of 
the Union; partly as a matter of honest conviction, partly as an> incident of 
the factiousness inherent in all political opposition, which makes a point 
wherever it can, and then magnifies the point to the uttermost possible, often 
until the point Itself disappears under its incrustations. 
Logically, there may at first appear some reason in these arguments. We 
»re bound to believe so, for we cannot entirely impeach the candor of our 
ancestors, who doubtless advanced them with some degree of conviction. The 
answer, of course, is, that when two nations go to war, all the citizens of one 
become internationally the enemies of the other. This is the accepted prin­ 
ciple of international law, the residuum of the concentrated wisdom of many 
fenerations of international legists. When war takes the place of peace it an­ 
nihilates all natural and conventional rights, all treaties and compacts, except 
those that appertain to the state of war itself.—From “The War of 1812,” io

!The teachers in tbe public schools, tbe professors in tbe colleges, and all that 
multitude of men and women who are working, not for money but for ideals, 
will continue to stamp idealism upon the minds and hearts of our youth; they 
will «onvert wealth to the service of ideals. When the power of wealth and 
tbe power of sound ideals are in conflict, idealism is sure to conquer, sure to 
make money its servant. This nation w'as founded on an ideal, and the most 
powerful influences in its life to-day are working toward noble ideals. Tho 
moral and spiritual tone of the country is higher than ever in spite of the 
accidents of wealtli and poverty. 
All that the Government can do is to see that men start in life equal ^in 
tbeir opportunities. It cannot legislate brains, character or Industry into men.

NE can hardly cast so much as a glance at the United State« 
Senate in session, and then at the English House of Lords in 
session, without recognizing the American elective body to have 
M * ■ 
a far more intellectual aspect than the other assemblage: oi 
without further observing that nine-tenths of the visible Intellecf 
in the British House is to be seen In the faces and foreheads oi 
tlie Bench of Bishops, or the so-called Law Lords, whose origin 
may have been of the humblest. “Why noble Earls should be sc 
ugly,” wrote one English observer of some note in his day, “I* 
a problem in nature;” but the question is not that of mere beauty 
or ugliness; it i» of visible mental power. 
Even so far as a possible heredity'goes, It must be recognized that a repub­ 
lican life is what makes grandparents most truly interesting. Free from the 
technical whims of an organized peerage, such, for instance, as primogeniture, 
one Is left free to trace for good or for evil his inheritance from the various 
lines of ancestry, 
Those lines may be drawn with especial Interest from 
public service or social prominence, from pursuits, or education, or even M’ealth, 
Whittier’s Quaker iuberltance v.'as as Important to him as Longfellow’s 
parentage of Judges and landed proprietors was to him. I knew an American 
radical who, on going to England, paid some one at the Heralds’ College to 
look up his ancestry. Coming back to London some mouths later, he found 
that the Inquirer had gone back no further, as yet, than to reach one of his 
name who was hanged as a rebel under the Tudors, “Just as I expected,” 
said the AriJerican, In delight; "do not follow It any further. I am perfectly 
satisfied,”—Atlantic Monthly.

USE or SOAP* 


rtieory o f l t s Rclim Injnrlou* K «t M kefy 
to Stop C'^nSMinptloM. 
It is extremely Improbable that the 
otter of a “Colonist” regarding the use 
)f soap as Injurious, will cause any 
preat drop in the consumption of soap; 
ts use extends over too long a period to 
bo lightly discarded. Pliny Is the first 
to mention soap, and he declares it to 
be an Invention of the Gauls, though he 
prefers the Gorman to tho Gallic soap. 
It was nianufacturod iu this country 
In early times, tor Richard of Devlzos, 
writing in tho reign of Richard I., 
quotes tho words of a French Jew, 
who wrote still earlier: 
"At Bristol 
there is not or Is nobody who has not 
been a soapmaker, ond every French­ 
man esteems soapmakers as he does 
nlghtmen.” In the reign of Edward I. 
soap was evidently largely manufac­ 
tured nt Coventry, for Robert of Glou­ 
cester has the lines: 
“Soap about Coventry, and Iron at 
Gloucester; 
Metal, lead, tin, in the county of Ex­ 
eter.” 
In London the first soapworks was 
established In 1524, but those persons 
who travel from Liverpool street to 
Stratford have reason for wishing that 
soapmaking had remained In Bristol. 
Soap seems to have deteriorated in 
Qllzabeth’s reign; historians record that 
good soap was almost an impossible 
luxury, and clothes had to be ■ washed 
with cowdung, hemlock, nettles and 
refuse soap, than which. In Harrison’s 
opinion, “there Is none more unkindly 
savour.” In 1711 the Government, evi- 
dentlj like “Colonist,” thought the use 
of soap should be curtailed, and im­ 
posed a tax of a penny a pound, grad­ 
ually * raising the imposition until iu 
1810 it stood at three-pence. The taxa­ 
tion was abolished in 1853. Was it at 
that period

nUGS OUT OF SHOES. 
The thrifty housewife has discovered 
a new use for old shoes. She makes 
rugs out of them. 


As fast as the shoes are discarded it 
will be a good plan to cut the tops off, 
and after cleaning theai lay them 
carefully away in a box for future use. 


The first step is to cut a pattern— 
fflamond, star, square, oblong or right 
angle triangle. 
If the latter Is de- 
sired it shoukf measure four inches 
along the straight sides. 
Two tri- 
angles can be cut from each shoe top. 
to make a rug twenty-two by thirty-> 
six inches will require the uppers from 
eighteen pairs of shoes, 
j For the centre of the rug purchase a 
piece of leather about fourteen inches 
square from the cobbler or harness 
maker. 
On this outline the words, 
"What is Home Without a Rug?*' 
three words to the top line, one to the 
second and the remaining two to the 
last line. Then proceed to cut out the 
letters. 
It will be a good plan to 
draw the letters on paper, basting this 
guide down to the leather and cutting 
through both the paper and leather 
with a sharp knife. 
Care must be 
taken to leave slits of the leather un- 
cut at intervals, or nothing except a 
hole will be left when the cutting Is 
finished. 


To lace the leather together purchase 
eyelets like those used in shoes for 
twenty-five cents a box. One box con- 
tains several hundred eyelets. 
By 
means of an awl punch holes in the 
leather strips and fasten the eyelets at 
the same time. Or if eyelets are not 
desired, merely punch holes with an 
awl and lace the strips together with 
shoestrings. 
Finish with a fringe of 
shoestrings. Line the entire rug with 
bright 
red 
broadcloth 
or 
flannel, 
slashing all the edges to the depth of 
three inches for an under fringe. The 
red will look pretty under the laces 
and letters, and the lug will last a 
lifetime.

HINTS FOR HOUSEKEEPERS, 
Use a little ammonia in the dish- 
water when washing glasses. 


In buying a range be sure that it has 
an asbestos lined oven. The asbestos 
means a cool kitchen and a hot stove. 


Milk rinses off bottles and glasses 
easily if these are dipped in water as 
sooiJ as emptied. They are not clean, 
but they will clean all the easier when 
the time comes, 


A good way to prevent a teapot from ^ 
getting musty is to put a lump of sugar 
inside. This will absorb all dampness 
and insure a fresh cup of tea the next 
time the pot is used. 


Do not leave the dripping pan over 
which meat has been broiled covered 
with fat in the bottom of the lower 
oven. It will be forgotten, and when 
the oven burners are lighted there will 
surely be a blaze of burning fat. 


To remove pastry suddenly from a 
hot oven to a cold pantry will inevi-. 
tably make it heavy. 
It should be 
cooled off gradually in a warm room. 


Plaster casts and statuettes can be 
satisfactorily cleaned by rubbing them 
thoroughly with cornmeal. Use a soft 
old toothbrush or nail brush to get 
into the creases, being very careful 
not to chip or nick the surface. 


See that plenty of fresh air is ad- 
mitted to the pantry and fruit closet 
to prevent fermentation and remember 
that all cupboards and wardrobes 
where clothes are kept need frequent 
airing. Choose a sunny day and leave 
the doors wide open for several hours.
